There are 
30 lines off the post to nearby 
Beaufort, S C, At Beaufort, the 
switchboard is capable of handling 
only 29 long distance calls at a 
time. 


At the last count, Mullins re- 


ported, Berman had received 72 
calls and 59 others had been 
turned away. The calls came from 
as far away ac Wisconsin and 
iNew Jersey.

Krams. One from a former corporal 
in San Diego, Calif., addressed a 
message to McKeon reading, "You 
taught thenr what they taught you." 


1,450 Marines 


Berman had asked for hornet ad- 


dresses of the 1,450 Marines 'dis- 
charged from this post since Jan. 
3. He said he intended to write 
them a. letter saying: 


"The charges against him (Mc- 


Keon) are that it is maltreatment 
of troops and criminal to train re- 
cruits by marching them into 
boondocks, marshes, swamps and 
creeks at Parris Island. 


"We believe that it was not an 


unusual practice to train troops 
in 
discipline and 
to improve 


morale by such occasional night 
exercises. 


"If you have ever had such an 


experience or have seen it occur 
and you want to see justice done 
and to assist in the defense of 
this worthy man, phone or wire

The defense for the former drill 


instructor will now try to prove 
that when McKeon ordered his 74 
men into the mud and water for 
disciplinary reasons, be was not 
acting unlawfully. 


Rigid Stance 


While Berman w,as entering his 


plea, McKeon stood at rigid at- 
tention, his eyes locused on the 
floor. His wife, Elizabeth, was not 
in the courtroom. 


The trial of the Worcester, Mass. 


Marine promises to be a long one 
lasting two or more weeks and 
one which will see previous Ma- 
rine training methods thoroughly 
explored. 
Most of the legal wrangling since 


the trial started took place with 
the court-martial board absent. 
Tuesday they were reassembled

Veterans Hospital Enlarges 
Medical Research Program 


The Lincoln Veterans Hospital 


has been designated as one of the 
hospitals to embark on an enlarged 
medical research 
program for 


which Congress has appropriated 
110,000,000. 


Most of the increased research 


will be concentrated in four major 
areas of disease: mental, nervous 
and brain diseases (neuropsychi- 
atric); heart and artery diseases 
(cardiovascular); cancer and leu- 
kemia, and problems of the 'aged 
(geriatrics) stated Dr. Melvin Boy- 
kin, manager of the hospital. 


Additional Funds 


The Lincoln VA Hospital medical 


and technical staff will be supplied 
additional funds for increased re- 
search in the area of general med- 
icine and surgery. The Omaha VA 
Hospital will receive added funds 
for studies m the areas of general 
medicine and surgery, neuropsy- 
chiatry and cancer. 


Dr. Boykin added that the VA 


will also expand its research pro- 
gram in tuberculosis, in fungus dis- 
eases which resemble tuberculosis 
and in infectious diseases. 


Renewed emphasis will be placed 


on research projects by individual 
VA doctors, such as the isolation 
and identification of the factors 
which produce hypertension or high 
blood pressure; the cause and na- 
ture of hardening arteries; t h e 
cause and nature of tissue changes 
(metabolic disorders), and the brain 
areas where epilepsy and related 
nervous disorders orginate. 


The VA further plans to enlarge 


its co-operative study of drugs, old 
and new, for the treatment of spe- 
cific diseases. The VA has affili- 
ations with 74 co-operating medi- 
cal schools which, through their 
deans' committees, supervise VA 
research programs 
and actively 


participate in the training and re- 
search 


The VA and the Armed Forces 


already have achieved internation- 
al recognition for their co-operative 
study of the co-called "wonder 
drugs" for tuberculosis, the find- 
ing of which have been widely 
adopted. This study will be extend- 
ed and strengthed, Dr. Boykin 
pointed out. 


Goodyear Employes Win Hike; 
Jobless Benefit Is Included 


Some 836 Lincoln employes of 


the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. 
have received a 6.2 cent hourly 
wage increase, boosting the an- 
nual payroll some $100,000. 


Ben Stephens, local plant man- 


ager, Tuesday gave the Lincoln 
figures. He said an added 3 cents 
an hour was awarded for the sup- 
plementary unemployment benefit 
program, making a total package 
increase of 9.2 cents an hour. 


The raise came as a result of 
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negotiations nationally b e t w e e n 
Goodyear and the International 
Rubber Workers Union. Approxi- 
mately 24,000 employees of the com 
pany at ten bargaining unit plants 
received the raise. 


The increase went into effect 


Monday but was not announced 
until Tuesday.

A majority of the locals repre- 


senting a majority of the mem- 
bership and the international exe- 
cutive board of the union must 
approve the new agreement, the 
Associated Press reported. 


The 3 cents an hour set aside 


for supplementary unemployment 
benefits was described by Stephens 
as a "cousin" to the so-called 
guaranteed annual wage. 


He 
explained that

the 


amount to be set aside has been 
determined as yet; and that details 
of the program still have to be 
worked out. 


Three cents will be set aside 


by the company for each hour an 
employee works, Stephens said, 
until a fund of $4.4 million has 
been established. This money will 
be used to supplement regular un- 
employment benefits at a rate to 
be established in further union- 
company negotiations.

wait until 65. 


First Time Since 1935 


But, for the first time since so- 


cial secunty was set up in 1935, 
the retirement age of 65 fixed at 
that time for both sexes v, ill now be 
changed for women if the bill be- 
comes law. 


Similarly, the disability benefits 


section adds an entirely new con- 
cept to social security, w h i c h 
heretofore has embraced only re- 
tirement and survivor payments. 


Under the George amendment, 


persons covered by social security 
who become permanently and to- 
tally disabled at age 50 will be 
able to receive checks averaging 
about $75 a month as a matter of 


The passage vote was 90-0 but 


the six absent senators were an- 
nounced the same way. They were 
Sens. MiUikin (R-Colo), Potter (R- 
Mich), Daniel (D-Tex), Chavez 
(D-NM), O'Manoney (D-Wyo) and 
Murray (D-Mont). 


The provision of age 62 retire- 


ment for women breaks for the 
first time the 65 retirement age for 
both sexes fixed when the social 
security system was set up two 
decades ago. 
The change was proposed in an 


amendment by Sen. Kerr (D-Okla). 
It would make retirement benefits 
available to about 800,000 additional 
women in the first year. 


These would include 200,000 wid- 


ows, 300,000 working women and 
300,000 wives of retired husbands, 
who get half of their husband's 
benefit. 
Surviving dependent mothers also 


would be entitled to full social 
security benefits at age 62 under 
the Kerr amendment. 


As it emerged from the Senate 


Finance Committee, the bill had 
provided the age 62 retirment only 


West, especially with West Ger- 
many. 


Government and party leaders

agency ADN said this is equiva- 
lent to 47 million dollars at the 
open market value of the East- 
mark.) 


The two groups confirmed agree- 


ments for a substantial increase 
during 1956 in mutual trade de- 
liveries. No figures were given. 


The economic section has the 


effect of tying East Germany so 
closely into Soviet economic group- 
ings that any possible future shift 
toward closer trade relations with 
the West becomes much more dif- 
ficult. 


Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 


and East German Premier Otto 
Grotewohl signed the 8 - point 
agreement in the marble room of 
the Grand Kremlin Palace. The 
talks began only Monday.

the strength is not negligible," 
Khrushchev said. 


A picked audience of Soviet offi- 


cials and members of satellite and 
neutral embassies several times in- 
terrupted the 45-nainute tirad with 
appreciative laughter. Khrushchev 
himself frequently bubbled over 
with mirth. 


"The Western 


the capitalist powers, like to caU 
themselves free countries, the free 
world (laughter), but this is the 
free world we liberated ourselves 
from 39 years ago 
(more laugh- 


ter) and we wouldn't be tempted 
back if they offered it to us on a 
platter," he said.

Npbraskanj who have given little attention to 


the state's public power program may overlook 
the full significance of announcement in Wash- 
ington that REA had approved a $17,000,000 loan 
to Tri-Coonty to finance construction of a 1M- 
thousand-kilowalt single-unit steam electric gen- 
erating plant at Lexington. REA merely is act- 
ing as a banker here but in so doing is filling 
such a valuable sorely-needed role. The plant is 
badly needed; the loan good news. Finally in all 
of the loos* talk about a partnership between 
Uncle Sam and local units within a state or the 
state Itself, a partnership does not necessarily 
mean that it must o'perate to the disadvantage of 
any public power program.. On the contrary it 
tan be of great benefit, as U is in this instance. 


* 
The foundations of Kebraska's public power 


program in a legislative sense grew out of pas- 
sage of Senate File 310 before a spade of dirt 
was turned for the construction of a dam or be- 
fore final plans for multiple-purpose dams were 
completed. It was SF 310 which brought the 


revenue bond in Nebraska 
into such general use. Tri- 
County, 
Consumers, 
t h e 


Platte, Sutherland and near- 
ly all of the rurals -were 


created Tinder the provisions of the law. What we 
did here in Nebraska was to enact legislation 
looking towards the storage of water in huge 
reservoirs, the expansion of irrigation on a large 
scale, the generation of electricity, and finally 
measures looking toward flood control and 
recreation, with these developments remaining 
under local groups rather than falling to the fed- 
eral government. Under the Public Works pro- 
gram in the beginning there were grants by 
Uncle Sam, 30 per cent of the total sum required 
for construction to be exact, the remainder alone, 
to be repaid both as to principal and interest 
over the stipulated period of amortization for 
repayment of the loan, plus interest on it. In 
other words Uncle Sam was not handing out 
dough for these developments and in so doing 
wiping out the debts incurred in their construc- 
tion. He merely was making it possible to bor- 
row cheap money carrying a relatively low in- 
terest rate. 


* 
Naturally In thefar battle the private utilities 


have not been adverse if the public got the im- 
pression that the funds advanced for these de- 
velopments did not have to be repaid, along with 
interest. The more that notion took root, the 
greater the confusion. And in the end if it did 
take hold it was right down the alley of the pri- 
vate utilities.. Some states seem to understand 
that under procedure for broad programs of con- 
servation of natural resources they were being 
taxed to develop other areas at a sacrifice indi- 
vidually.

The fact is that the progress made in various 


sections of the country in a program of multiple- 
purpose dams is one of the more gratifying re- 
flections America provides today. We are taking 
the steps older nations failed to take to their 
deep regret. When we rebuild the forests, the 


soil, when we store water 
instead* of permitting it to 
run wastefully to the seas, 
when we generate cheap 
electricity, when in genuine 


spirit we proceed with a program of multiplft- 
purpose dams we can look forward confidently 
to the rebuilding of a region which is a part of 
the nation and a continuing resource of the

program is not a symbol oi Christmas nor of 
Santa Claus. It is a program wnich will stand 
on its own feet, pay for itself and after it has 
paid for itself it will belong to the people of 
Nebraska—all of us—to be operated for our bene- 
fit.

WELL-GREASED LOBBY 


You don't hear much about it, 


but one of the most potent and care- 
fully greased lobbies in the na- 
tion's capital is now buttonholing 
senators to defeat Hell's Canyon.

He said he probably will tell Mike 
about the operation when he gets 
up Wednesday morning. A few 
plastic sphere will be in the place 
where his dimming left eye was 
Thuesday night. 


A similar sphere replaced his 


right eye two years ago—and for 
the same reason. 


Doctors generally agree that the 


disease is hereditary. 


Mike's doctor said the boy is 


an adopted son of the Sibole's and 
that the same disease cost the 
child's mother both her eyes. 


The Orlando doctor who diag- 


nosed Mike'i disease will perform 
the operation. He asked that his 
name not be used. 


The operation, the doctor said, 


is not an especially difficult one 
and should take no more than an 
hour from the time tne child 
goes into the operating room at 
Holiday HOUM Hospital. 


He will sever the aix eye mus-

Many a golfer who hankers to 


break 90 but fails to do so could 
surprise 
himself 
by 
practicing 


pitch shots with an 8 or 9 iron 
or wedge, and low trajectory chip 
shots with lower numbered irons. 
Mastery of these approaches can 
save four to five strokes a round. 
These shots must be played with 
the weight mostly on the left foot, 
with the shoulders effecting a pen- 
dulum swing of the arms and with 
the hands supplying a sharp preci- 
sion smack of the ball. The wrists 
cock plenty in the backswing, but 
in the downswing should never | 
bend so far that the club face 
gets ahead of alignment with the 
left hand until well after the ball 
is hit.

Many a golfer who hankers to 
break 90 but fails to do so could 
surprise 
himself 
by 
practicing 
pitch shots with an 8 or 9 iron 
or wedge, and low trajectory chip 
shots with lower numbered irons. 
Mastery of these approaches can 
save four to five strokes a round. 
These shots must be played with 
the weight mostly on the left foot, 
with the shoulders effecting a pen­ 
dulum swing of the arms and with 
the hands supplying a sharp preci­ 
sion smack of the ball. The wrists 
cock plenty in the backswing, but 
in the downswing should never 
bend so far that the club face 
gets ahead of alignment with the 
left hand until well after the ball 
is hit.

by Halsey, Stuart and Co., Inc., 
and John Nuveen and Co., Inc., of 
Chicago and New York. One of 
the firms participating in t h e 
syndicate was the Wachob-Bender 
Co , Omaha. 


In accepting the bid the boards 


of directors of the Loup River 
Public Power 
District and 
the 


Platte Valley Public Power and 
Irrigation District, joint owners 
and operators of NPPS, said the 
interest rate was pleasing in view 
of the rising bond market and the 
effects of the public power contro- 
versy in Nebraska. 


The effective cost of the entire 


12 million dollar expansion pro- 
gram will b« 3.45 per cent, includ- 
ing interest credits payable to Ne- 
braska Rural Public Power Dis- 
tricts on money loaned by the 
REA. 


With this bond issue NPPS now

' out of fairness" to employes of 
his court and the public. 


"Why 
have two of the district 


courtrooms been designated for air- 
conditioning and not the county 
court?" he asked. 


"That's a hard question to an- 


swer." Brehm said. 


Judge Ronin charged that the 


Board, upon recommendation by 
vne Lincoln Bar Association last 
summer, said money for air-con- 
ditioning had been allocated in the 
]9j5-56 miscellaneous budget and 
the county court would be air-con- 
d.tioned this summer. 


'Don't Remember" 


Two board members said they 


''didn't remember any meeting or 
assurance to the bar association" 
of air-conditioning. 


Commissioner 
Del 
L'ienemann 


said he thought "the bar associa- 
tion was mixed up with a request 
to the city to air-condition the 
municipal court." 


But Commissioner Chris Kuhner 


asked County Clerk J. B. Morgan 
to search the commissioners' min- 
utes far the letter submitted by 
the bar association and any rec- 
ord of the meeting. 


18 Units Purchased 


Tuesday's controversy was the 


result of last week's purchase and 
placement of 18 two-ton air condi- 
tioners. Two of the units were pur- 
chased later for the district court- 
rooms. 


The commissioners said the units 


were placed in offices where em- 
ployes were "massed" so as to 
"pay for the costs oy employe ef- 
ficiency." 


Lienemann disclaimed total re-, 


eponsibihty for the placement of 
the window units. "It was done 
v.ith the whole board's consent," he 
said 
"There's an inference that

Brehm said he would accept re-

rooms." 


Konin's Letter 


Judge Ronin's letter said: "If
